The 
business collection has been 
awarded $30,000 to purchase 
microfilm backfiles of annual and 
10K (more detailed corporate and 
financial information) reports for 
companies traded on the American, 
New York and over-the-counter 
stock exchanges. This is the only 
library in Canada to have current 
subscriptions and extensive 
backfiles of these reports and of 
proxy statements for companies 
traded on the three exchanges. The 
collection, reputed to be the 
strongest in Canada, is vital to 
business and management research 
and to the Business Faculty’s 
teaching programs. 

The Library was awarded $10,000 
to further develop its collection of
